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The Engineers would report the Fire Engines belonging to 
the town, in good working order, and capable of doing good 
service in case of fire, having been thoroughly overhauled, new 
rubber and leather packed, &c. We have also procured four 
new lengths of rubber suction hose; also, 650 feet of leading 
hose, which gives us a good supply of hose, 

We have to report another very lucky year, having had only 
one fire, which occurred Feb. 11,1871, burning the house of 
Timothy Cotter. Ingine No. 4, was drawn to the fire and did 
good service, though men were rather inclined not to work on 
it. The Engine at Bramanville has no kind of an organization, 
as the Engineers appointed by the Selectmen would not consent 
to have anything to do with it. The other two Engines have 
organizations in part, by which they can be got toa fire and put 
in working order, depending on volunteers to work them ; and 
as the town does not seem disposed to get Steam Fire Engines 
at present, we would recommend that the town raise a suitable 
sum of money to pay men for working the Engines, as in form- 
er years.

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TOWN LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Town Library submit the following re- 
report: 

The Town at the last annual meeting, voted to raise and 
appropriate for the support and improvement of the Library, 
three thousand dollars, ($3000); and also by vote appropri- 
ated for the same purpose, the sum re imbursed the Town from 
the County Treasurer on account of the dog Tax for the year 
1869, amounting to two hundred nineteen and 54-100 dollars, 
($219 54), The Librarian has collected fines to the amount of 
one dollar and eighty cents; making a sum total under the 
control of the Trustees for the past ycar of five hundred twenty 
one and 84-100 dollars, ($521 34). 

They have expended for new books, repairs, coverings and 
catolagues, the sum of two hundred seventy-five and 47-100 
dollars, ($275 47); and for care of Library and rent, seventy five 
dollars ; amounting to three hundred fifty and 47-100 dollars, 
($350 47) ; leaving in the Town Treasury to the credit of the 
Trustees, one hundred seventy and 87-100 dollars ($170 87). 

One hundred and sixty-three volumes have been purchased 
and added to the Library the past year; thirteen volumes of 
Congressional Reports have been contributed through the cour- 
tesy of Hon. Geo. ¥'. Hoar ; and eleven volumes have been do- 
nated by the American Swedenborg Printing and Publishing 
Society, the writings of Emanuel Swedenborg. The Library 
now contains over sixteen hundred volumes. 

About seven thousand volumes have been taken out of the 
Library the past year by about seven hundred individuals, an 
average of about fifty volumes each time the Library has been 
opened for the delivery of books. 

The Trustees did not deem it expedient to expend the whole - 
of the appropriation in purchasing new volumes, thinking it 
advisable to reserve a part of the money at their disposal to be 
used in obtaining suitable cases for the preservation of the books 
when such room as is needed for the proper accommodation of 
the Library can be procured. 
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And they desire to call the attention of the Town, especially 
to the fact that the time has now come in the history of the 
Library when a more suitable place, —a larger room than can 
now be obtained by the ‘Trustees, is necessary for the proper 
care and convenient exhibit of the books. | 

The Library now contains many valuable books. It has been 
the aim of the Trustees to not only obtain such books as the 
reading public require for immediate use, and which may be 
more or less of a temporary value alone, but to secure also 
books of reference, and such works of a standard character and 
value as shall be of lasting interest and usefulness to the com- 
mnnity, deeming that by such a course, with the limited means 
at their disposal, they could better secure the sympathy and 
cooperation of the community in the interests of the Library 
as a permanent institution, that bv procuring duplicates of the 
more popular novels of the day. The latter course might ren- 
der the Library more attractive, to a certain portion of 
readers for a time, but it would fail in the estimation of the 
Trustees, to secare the more lasting and abiding influence of 
the whole community, so desirable in seeking to establish such 
an institution on a firm foundation. 

And now these books should be cared for. Suitable cases 
are needed tor their preservation ; and suitable room to make 
them accessible to the reading community. Some expenditure 
in this direction is much needed now, and will be absolutely re- 
quired for the proper preservation of the Library before long. 
The Trustees would earnestly call the attention of the Town to 
this matter.
